Calls Khrushchev Traitor 


Rendezvous At Sea

WTio is “the sworn enemy of the 
Socialist camp and the interna­ 
tional Communist and worker’s 
movement?” 
Who prevents “the friends of 
the U.S.S.R. from profiting by the 
great benefits of Soviet science?” 
Who is a traitor, a “renegade 
anti-Marxist?” 
According to Envre Hoxha, boss 
of the Albanian Communist par 
ty, the culprit is Nikita S. Khrush­ 
chev. 
And that seems to mean that 
the rift between the Soviet Com 
munist party and the Red Chinese 
has become even deeper, and 
that there is division and confu­ 
sion in the world Communist 
camp. 
One of the reasons for the wi­ 
dening of the chasm appears to 
be Khrushchev’s performance in 
the recent Cuban crisis But there 
is more to it than that, and Hoxha 
seems to have let the cat out of 
the bag. 
Hoxha has been quarantined by 
Moscow’s ruling Communists for 
disagreeing with Khrushchev and 
siding with the Red Chinese in 
the squabble within the world 
Communist movement. He has 


just let go with the most violent 
blast yet launched by any Com­ 
munist leader against the Soviet 
premier. 
Little, isolated Albania’s econ­ 
omy is choking because of a Mos­ 
cow bloc embargo. Hoxha made 
the new attack this week at a 
Tirana meeting of professional 
workers. A partial text of the 
diatribe has just become avail 
able in this country. 
Ordinarily 
Communists 
are 
careful about exposing the real 
sources of their troubles. But 
Hoxha appears to have been a lit­ 
tle careless. According to him, 
Khrushchev is guilty of a whole 
list of sins. 
Here are some of Khrushchev’s 
transgressions rn the eyes of 
the Albanian Communists, which 
means also in the eyes of the Red 
Chinese: 
Khrushchev believes there have 
been changes in capitalism and it 
no longer resembles the capital­ 
ism of which Marx wrote a cen­ 
tury ago. 
Khrushchev has revised Marx- 
ist-Leninist “revolutionary strate­ 
gy and tactics” under what Hoxha 
calls "the pretext of new circum­ 
stances." This means the Soviet 


boss adopted the notion that it 
was dangerous to be actively in­ 
volved in the so-called “national 
liberation movement,” meaning 
the 
fomenting 
of 
revolutions 
which can be infiltrated and cap­ 
tured by Communists. 
Khrushchev refuses to accept 
the Albanian-Chinese view that! 
“the East wind is prevailing over! 
the West wind” to such an extent 
that conditions are ripe for ag­ 
gressive movement forward on all 
fronts. 
Khrushchev, in the words of 
Hoxha, “prevents the friends of 
the U.S.S.R. from profiting from 
the great benefits of Soviet sci­ 
ence, but he is generous to his 
revisionist friends (Tito of Yugo­ 
slavia) and to the scientists of 
capitalist countries.” 
It is obvious that this is a raw 
nerve with 
the 
Red Chinese, 
whom Hoxha and his party now 
extol as their only real friends in 
places of power.

The 
U.S.S.R. apparently has no de­ 
sire to see Peiping possess the

Only 13 Women Will Be 
Seated Iii Next Congress

Women, running for everything 
from coroner to Congress in Tues­ 
day s election, suffered some set­ 
backs in their national contests 
but scored numerous successes in 
seeking state offices. 


As a result of losses in congres­ 
sional races, the next national 
legislature will have only 13 wom­ 
en—the fewest since 1953. There 
were a record 20 in the 87th Con­ 
gress, the last one. 


The lone woman to try for the 
Senate, Idaho’s Rep. Gracie Pfost, 
lost out in close balloting to Re­ 
publican incumbent Len B. Jor­ 
dan. 


Mrs. Pfost, 56, is a veteran of 
more than 30 years in politics and 
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Iliff? 


a five-term Democratic member 
of the House. She probably could 
have kept her House seat but 
gambled for the Senate. 
There were 28 women candi­ 
dates for Congress. Aside from 
Mrs. Pfost, 16 were newcomers 
and only one made it. 


She is Charlotte Reid, 48, a pro­ 
fessional singer. She became a 
candidate in Illinois’ 15th district 
when 
her 
attorney 
husband, 
Frank Reid, the Republican nom­ 
inee, died of a heart ailment. 


Mrs. Reid won by a good margin 
over Democrat Stanley Cowan, 51, 
owner of a dry ice service in 
Dundee, 111. 


Seven women members of the 
87th Congress retired because of 
health, personel or redistricting 
reasons. All the incumbents who 
sought re-election won easily. 
They are:

In post-election 
comments, 
California’s 
Richard M. Nixon and Ohio’s Michael V. 
DiSalle both have swiped at the press. 
Among newspaper people their remarks 
are meaningful and will be discussed for a 
long time to come. Between them, they coy* 
ered a lot of ground. 
Mr. Nixon thought he did all right with 
California publishers but complained about 
reporters who manhandled him, while Gov. 
DiSalle had no complaint about the reporters 
but thought he was badly used by certain 
Ohio publishers. That takes care of both the 
chiefs and the Indians. 
Gov. DiSalle acknowledged 
that 
some 
newspapers had shown him every courtesy 
even though endorsing his opponent for elec-, 
tion; he mentioned Brush-Moore Newspapers, 
among others. Mr. Nixon thought some re­ 
porters had been eminently fair to him. But 
both men were angry about elements of 
the press that had opposed them. 


HERE IS the key to this situation, in our 
judgment—this inability to make a general 
indictment. Politicians do not find the press 
all bad. The press doesn’t find the politicians 
all good. 
The press is never all good or all bad to 


those who have occasion to criticize it— 
and many have occasion. We thought Mr. 
Nixon had occasion in his 1960 presidential 
campaign. But not everybody manhandled 
him then, nor did everybody give him a 
bad shake this year in California. Just some. 
The press as a whole—including news­ 
papers and magazines—is not interested in 
pleasing politicians. In many respects, poli­ 
ticians and the press are natural enemies, 
because both are dealing in the elements of 
fact and opinion that sway voters. 
This explains why there so often is a 
falling-out, as determined by a number of 
varying factors—the temperament of the 
politician, the predilection of the publisher, 
the circumstances of reportorial coverage— 
a great many things. 


THE TROUBLE began when the Bill of 
Rights guaranteed the people of the United 
States that their press couldn’t be touched 
by politicians, though politicians could be 
pummeled, praised, or ignored by the press. 
The trouble won’t be over as long as 
the Bill of Rights preserves for the press 
this right to be either right or wrong, in the 
judgment of politicians. They don’t think it’s 
fair. 


Eleanor Roosevelt 


Eleanor Roosevelt’* death will not quite 
close the chapter on the controversy she 
kept going during the years of her public 
life. The role of America’s first lady has not 
been stereotyped—yet. 
But it long ago quit being a foregone con­ 
clusion that the wife of a public official 
should rarely he seen and never heard. Mrs. 
Roosevelt settled once and for all that the 
wife whose husband gets to the White House 
can be a person in her own right if so 
inclined. 
She was so inclined. Her inclination as 
mistress of the White House to assert her­ 
self shocked the country a thousand times 
harder than Alice Roosevelt’s cigarettes had 
shocked it in Theodore Roosevelt’s adminis­ 
tration. But criticism didn’t faze this dy­ 
namic woman.

I am serious about this. I have forgotten 
more elections than whippersnappers of your 
age can remember.

THIS REPORT tells the party 
to get off its narrow base and go 
out for labor backing — among 
the leadership as well as the 
rank and file. 
The report, which has been on

“We find,” says the document, 
“that too many leaders in the 
Republican Party have taken for 
granted that labor is in the oth­ 
er camp. At the same time our 
party leaders have taken for 
granted that business as such gen­ 
erally not only is Republican but 
works at it. Neither of these views 
is correct, and much potential Re­ 
publican strength in both areas 
has been lost by neglect and de­ 
fault.” 
The report then tells its strate­ 
gists to seek out labor leaders. 
If the union chief is unfriendly, 
the report urges the party work­ 
ers to seek his opponent, perhaps 
someone the union 
chid has 
just defeated. Make contact with 
as many labor leaders as possi­ 
ble, the COP urges. 


“ MOST IMPORTANT,” the re- 
port advises, “are aggressive per­ 
sonal contacts, not only by Re­ 
publican-oriented working people, 
but by Republicans at all levels

All the talk of “net gains’’—by 
mathematically putting together 
the Senate and House victories of 
the Democrats—doesn’t alter the 
fact that it needs only a coalition 
in one house to block radical leg­ 
islation. This barrier exists more 
firmly today than ever before 
against unsound fiscal policies and 
proposals which, if enacted, would 
discourage and retard 
business 
progress. 


IN FACT, it would not be sur­ 
prising if 1964 finds 
President 
Kennedy campaigning with a less 
liberal and 
more conservative 
strategy than he followed in 1960. 
Gov. Rockefeller of New York, 
who won re-election, 
may 
be 
President Kennedy’s opponent now 
that former Vice President Nixon 
is out of the running. But, to get 
the nomination, Rockefeller will 
have to convince the conserva­ 
tives who dominate the Republi­ 
can Party that he is basically a 
conservative on business and fis­ 
cal matters. 
The 
Republicans 
may consider this more important 
than anything else. 
There is, however, always the 
possibility of a third party made 
up of conservatives from both the 
Republicans 
a n d 
Democratic 
parties, and this could mess up 
the picture for the Republicans 
and 
assure 
the re-election 
of 
President Kennedy. In California. 
Nixon lost largely because 
he 
failed to win the full support of 
the 
conservative 
Republicans. 
Many didn’t go to the polls. 
The elections for governor gen­ 
erally had no national significance 
—except that 
the 
Republicans 
gained a number of those state 
houses in big states with large 
electoral votes. The newly elected 
Republican governors can help 
their party in an organizational 
sense. 
Looking across the country at 
the congressional contests, it is 
evident that Democrats in many 
areas had a difficult time get­ 
ting re-elected 
Majorities were 
considerably 
reduced in many 
places. In Alabama, for instance, 
the Democrat, Sen. Hill, won by 
a narrow margin. 
In a big state like Illinois. Sen. 
Dirksen, the Republican minori­ 
ty leader, won out, and Kentucky

senator. The Democratic victory 
in New Hampshire was due to a 
factional fight inside the Republi­

It is true that in Indiana Sen. 
Capehart,

significant that the popular Abra­ 
ham Ribicoff. Democrat, had a 
relatively small margin of vic­ 
tory in Connecticut in his race 
for the Senate, and that Sen.

in 
Pennsylvania didn t have as easy 
a victory as he did before. 


BASK ALLY, off-year elections 
turn mostly on local issues. When 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
increased his majority in both 
houses in his first off-year elec­ 
tion—1934—he felt that the nation 
had given him a vote of confi­ 
dence. In the next off-year elec­ 
tion in 1938, however, when the 
Democrats lost a number of seats, 
Mr Roosevelt told his press con­ 
ference that congressional elec­ 
tions in off-years are usually de 
cided on “local issues ” 
Gains made by the Republicans 
in the South this week had some 
relationship to the antiadminis­ 
tration feeling of the public over 
the Mississippi controversy and 
may be a forerunner of trouble 
for Mr. Kennedy in the next presi­ 
dential election. There may be a 
“states’ rights’’ ticker that will 
draw electoral votes from him.

resentatives from southern states 
—the highest proportion in nearly 
IOO years 
Examining the outcome of vari­ 
ous senatorial contests, irrespec­ 
tive of party, the minority groups 
played a decisive part in the big 
states. 
Sen. Javits of New York. Re­ 
publican. and Edward Kennedy, 
Democrat, in Massachusetts owe 
their large margins to the big 
vote of such minority groups. All 
other things being equal, there 
are many voters who are in­ 
fluenced by the fact that the can­ 
didate happens to be (rf the same 
religion as their own. 
These are not pleasant matters 
to discuss, but in practical poli­ 
tics they are discussed every day 
—and one hears that Gov. Brown 
in California benefitted by a large 
vote in that category. 
As for the congressional elec­ 
tions. the most important result 
was the failure of the President 
to win an increased majority in 
the House of Representatives It 
matters little that the Democrats 
point out with satisfaction that 
they lost less than in any off-year 
election for Congress since 1934 
What is important, however, is 
that they did lose seats. This is 
1962, ami the biggest single issue 
that faces the country is the need 
to achieve fiscal soundness and to 
put a stop to excessive spending 
of public funds and the hostility 
toward the free-enterprise system 
which emerge in those legislative 
proposals of the administration 
and which a coalition of conserva­ 
tive Republicans and Democrats 
thus far has managed to defeat.

ANSWER: Many of the ocean mollusks, which produce sea 
shells, have young which at first look and act quite differently 
from the adulLs. The little shell “veligers” which we show do 
have very small shells, but the most prominent things about 
them are their wings 
These delicate creatures swim freely 
through the water instead of crawling along the bottom as they 
will later on. Soon after being hatched from the eggs, the little 
veligers rise to the surface and feed on the very minute sea 
life called “plankton ” Then, perhaps because their shells are 
growing heavy, they sink down and take up a crawling existence. 
Oyster “fry.” in much the same way, swim around gaily for a 
couple of weeks ami then attach themselves to an empty oyster 
shell, a rock or a wooden piling where they remain. Life may 
not be as much fun then as it was when they were swimming 
around, hut it's a lot safer, for a great many veligers and 
oyster fry are gobbled up by hungry fish
